And how ſuppreſſed and ended. 


Efore we fall upon the ſecond and third Revo. 
Iutions that happened in the City and King- 
dom of Naples, ir is not amiſs, for the more 

regular proceeding m the ſeries of the Story, to make a 

ſccinR recapirulation « f what ſucceeded in the firit tu- 

mult, wherein ſome t1gnal patlages thall be imparted, 
which were omitred in the former Narration, , for want 
of berter Intelligence. | 

The Gabe of Frui:, and the At confirmed, newly 
impos'd upon the mot faithful peorle of Nayles, was 
in{upportable ; ro which purpolc the Viceroy made the 

Lords of the Cuſtoms to Convene divers tihme* herea- 
bouts ; and it was art laſt derermined, that ir ſhould be 
eerly aboliſhed - and thar the ſaid Lords ſhould find

ſome means where another Impoſition might be laid 
for ſatisfaCtion of thoſe moneys which the Royal Court 
had rais'd upon the credit of the foreſaid Gahel. The 
people were alſo mightily diſcontented for other Taxes 
which were laid upon every edible thing ; for therc was 
ſcarce any commodity ſcap'd, but the Impofition did 
countervat] well near the value of the thing ; whereun-- 
to the moſt faithful people did conform a long time. as 
holding it neceffary for the ſupport of the Catholick 
Monarchy, by ftooping their heads to the pleaſure of 
him who Reigned over them, and preferv*'d them in 
eace. 

T he foreſaid Lords often met to take off the new Ga- 
bel , but for want of money, and for the calamities of 
the times, they knew not where to turn themſelves: 
Beſides, the people grew to be wonderful impatient ; 
whereupon one day as they were exafting the ſaid Gabe! 
in the Market-place,a ſhrewd claſh happened *twixt thc 
Farmers of the (aid Gabe! and the Fruiterers, to whom 
the Coſtermongers did cloſely ſtick ; and the buſineſs 
being aggravated by multiplication of words, all re- 
ſfpet was loſt unto the faid Farmers ; infomuch that 
the Toll-houſe was burnt to the ground, with all the 
Writings therein, by the fury of Boys , and others 
of the pooreſt ſort of people; among whom Maſſuriclio, 
a poor bare-footed retailer of Fiſh, was chief, The 
Lord Andrea Anaclerto, the Ele of the people, inter- 
ven'd to appeaſe the tumult; but finding the bulinc(; 
too hot for him, he withdrew himſelf, and wich much 
difficulty and danger fcap'd away in a Feluca. 

The rabble of the common people being further ani- 
mated hereby, the boys went up and down with Canes 
In their hands to all places where the ſaid G,be/ _

rai. and burnt the houſes and goods of the Gabei- 
f_.--.. as alſo of the Farmers of all other kinde of 
A hittle after two Corftpanies well armed, but all 
matqued, paſs'd by Feſz-ſtreet, and another Brigade 
of 3co. foot, with above four thouſand Boyes, By the 
Market of Saint Elin rwo Companies more met, who 
Þr- ke through the Court of Guard which was before 
tþ Cattle Court,hurling two of the Souldiers into the 
© ches thereaborits. - Afterwards they ran towards the 
|'alace, where they furioutly entred : The Viceroy 
berenpon found himfelf in no ſmall danger, therefore 
throwing handfuls of Gold among them, and promi- 
{ing to take off Gabels they were aggriev'd-at, he ſtole 
zway with much ado to Saint Franciſco, Many of the 
Nobles endeavoured to pacihe the tumult, and, among 
«thers, the Prince of Bifignano Carafa, and the Prince 


"of Sztrimo Jabour'd very hard hercin, but it was in 


vain, fo that they incurr'd ſome danger of their 
* 'JVES. 

The rabble went afterwards to the Priſon of Saint 
#:mes, and forcing it violently they releaſed all the 
*rxfoners, whereof there were ſcme in for their lives ; 

ind they burn'd ro Cynders all theWritings and Leger 
t+>k<, a8 alſo all the goods of the Gaoler. They did the 
ike mall other Priſons, excepting that of the Vicaria,in 
-->2ard of the reverence they bore to the holy Church. 

This made the Viceroy change jhis lodging and re- 

ir: 10 Cafiet navo with all bis Family. The Lord Vi- 

\;eneral ſeeing theſe horrid tumults, open'd his 
1110s alfo, and let locke all the priſoners, making 
261 by virme of necelfity, and fo retired with all his 
amy vo the Viceroy, 
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Hereupon the bread roſe to thirty two ounce: upon 
2 ſadden, which gave a general diſcontentment. 

That night there was nothing but beating of Drume. 
as if ſome Enemy were in the Ficld, or the Turk UPON 
the Coaſts ready to invade. 

The Viceroy thought it expedient in policy to releaſe 
from priſon the Duke of Matalone, which was detained 
in Caſtclnovo ; who mounting on horſeback rode up 
and down Naples well accompanied, asking the pco- 

le with all mildneſs what they would have: they cried 
ont, That they would have all the Gabcls to be abo- 
liſh:d that were impoſed upon them fince the time of 
Charles the Fifth, and that all the priviledges ſhould 
be rencwed,& punCtually obſerv'd, which were granted 
to the moſt faithful people of Naples by that Empe- 
rour, The Viceroy with all meekneſs ſaid it ſhould be 
done;therefore he ſuddenly caus'd a Pragmatica or Pro 
clamation to be printed and publiſh'd to that purpoſe, 
with the advice of the Collateral Conncel, Yet this would 
zot ſatizfe, but they cried out that the Duke of Mata 
Iuni had conzen'd them ; therefore they took him for 
one Hoſtage, and thut him up in the Carmine of Naptes, 
whence he afterwards fled. - 

Afcer d'riner the Prior of Rove!la procur'd another 
Proclamation to be ſtamp'd in Parchment,all in Letzers 
of Gold, and carrying it about the Streets of Naple on 
horſcback ſaid, That bis Excellency the Viceroy had dine 
them the grace,in his Catholick, Majeſties Name,to take off 
all the Gabels : Hereupon an infinitc number of Boycs / 
danc'd and leap*d up and down abour the Priors horte, 
crying out, Let the King of Spain Jive, who hath aboliſh*d 
all Gabels ; and fo went to the Market place : But this 


neither would give full farisfation; but they went more. 
violently 
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violently to work, running to the honſe of Hierziyue, 
Letitia, where they hurl'd out all his goods at the win- 
dows,and burnt them in the midſt of the Street, taking 
ſpecial care that nothing ſhould be pilfer'd away, bur 
that an entire ſacrifice ſhould be made thereof to //l- 
can, Then they ran to Felix Bails howiſe, and us'd 
him with the ſaine punCuality : Thence they ſteer” d 
their courſe to Antorio d* Angelis, and did the like: 
T hence they went to Andrea Anaclerio's Palace, who 
was the Peoples Elc& , and though *twas late, yet they 
18d his houſe as they did the relt. | 

The next day the Viceroy commanded to be pro- 
claim'd by found of Trumpet, that all Gzle/s ſhould 
be abolith'd that were impos'd cver {ince the time oft 
Charles the fifth, which Trumpeters went up and down 
the places, as well within the City as towards the Sca 
fide where the Gah-! houſes ftood: Yet tor all this they 
ranto the houſe where the Magazine of Powder was. 
and took away what proportions they pleasd : nor 
would this ſerve the run, bur they fer fire to what re- 
main'd, with the death uf torty men; which made itch 
a hideons noiſe, as if not only one City, but the whole 
world did tremble : Hcreupon every one did put hin 
ſelf in Arms, and the women were as buliz as any. 

In the SeFaria they planted five pieces ot Ordnance, 
ſix hundred Foot paſs*'d by Magdanela bridge, to be 
imbarked in ſome Gallies for the Kinys ſervice; but the 
rabble fell upon them, and took away thicir Arms for 
1nother uſe, The Nobility fail'd not ever ani anor1 
to court the \ iceroy in behalf ofthe people, who now 
began to prohibit things to pals to his Palace. One 
would think now that he had ben in Cocapnrz ol ub- 
perand, for every thing centred inty Neples wiihum 
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paying the leaſt toll 5 nor could a Sergeant be ſcarce 
ſeen in the ſtreets, nor any Oiſicer that had any thing 
to do with the Farmers of the Gabel, | 

The next morning the rabble went to the Lord 4n- 
ont Mirabells*s houſe, whom they took in bed, and he 
hardly ſcap'd away in his ſhire; hey preſently burnt 
all his movables, which made a rich bonefirc ; thence 


they went to Duke Caviang's houſe, and ulcd him alike, , 


with many other fair Palaces, : Then they came to 
Cefar Libranss hovie,where fcarce a pin ſcap'd the fury 
of the fire: In theſame manner they came to the Duke 
of Oftziz's houle, and to Dr. Tavag/o's, where they did 
chelike. They ſent to Andrea Mizzola for fifteen hun- 
dred Muckets, but denying he had any, they put fire 
to his houſe, and took out the faid Muckets : Every 
Houle-keeper in N.zples was commandcd to put him- 
ſelf in Arms immediately, under pain of having his 
houſe burnt. There were ſome ſixty Spaniards in gar- 
riſon about the Tower of St. Lira, but the rabble 
ran thither with cewo Cannons, where they diſarmed 
and thruſt out the Spaniards, and poſleſs'd themſelves 
of all the ancier;t Records that were in thoſe Archives, 
ſo they piacd prendial Forces of their own, there. 
Then they put fire ro Brafio de Baliinms houſe, whence 
they paſgd to Baribolomen d Augino of Chaia,and trea- 
ted him as they did all the reſt ; but they ſpared the 
bouſe he had in Pizz?ifairmme, which they turn'd to a 
tortreſs: Feroymo Nacarcla had his thare- in this Tra- 


gedy, who hed a fumpruenus new Valace made level :

they ſpare either gol?, ftlver or Je! wels, bc all was 
thrown into the flaraz\,: 25 alſo coaches and hoie- were 
burnt alive, moſt rich Tapiltrics and Ficties ; but 
they ſaved all bouks and pieces of 1 iety, vaich they 
fent. to ſeveral Churches ; "md in I'cdix Bifils houſe 
they burnt a huge proportion of bi-xet, which was rea 
1y to be ſent tothe Gallies for the ings {crvice. 

' The Viceroy ordc<;2d that fome Com anics of High- 
Dutch who were 11 Garriſon at Pyz2#7/0 ſhould come 
to Naples, the rabble having notice hereof ran cut of 
Gratta, and meeting them they difarnvd them all , 
and brought th-m priſoners ro the Market-place. 

When they entred into Saint Lorenz , they found 
there the pi&ture of Ch :rles the Fitth, whi ch they c ir- 
ried row about Nefples with twenty thouſand foul-, 
who accompanied ic, crying all along, Vie i Ke 4; 
9 pagni, May the King of Spain Irve. 

After this they went to Cornelin Spinola's Houle, 
where it was expected they would have uſed the lame 
Comylcment as tacy did to others; but he col then 
that he never had any t ning to do with the G abels, bot 
he was there tor the ſcrvice of G: 4 only, thereupon 


they choſe him tor G, aero, or ſaperin'eudent of the 
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th Marker,aud Kft in his bouſe the priQure of Charles 
the Fifth. One may eaſily conjecture in what pickle 
the Poor Gorway food all the white. 

They placed up and down the City five and twenty 
great Cannons in the moſt neceflary Advenues;and the 
Þuteft man who was employed herein was Foſeph Per 
ro2e anotorious Baniito, whom they appointed to be 
Captain of the Guard in the great Market-place, who 
diſpenſed his commands with thai reſervedneſs and 
puncuality that cwas wondertnl, but fome under- 
dealing< of his being deteaed, he and his brother were 
hackt to pieces by the fury ofthe people, and their bo- 
dies for publick faticfaftion and example,were dragg'd 
up and down the Streets, and hurl afterwards into 
the Common Ditch, | 

The Duke of Matzlzm, for the ſafeguard of his houſe 
2fembied his outlaws,and other defperare perſons, but 
tne people haivng notice thereof kilPd tive of them, 
and took one .alive,the reſt fav'd themſelves by fliyht : 
Thcreupon the great, Pell of Lorenzo rung out ro give 
notice tnat every one ſhould be ready in Arms, which 
had not been done a hundred years before. M1ſriell: 
now grew higher in Command, yet he would not alter 
1s habjr, but went HI bareſcot, and in Mariners a= | 
Lit; f@ that the common cry was, Viva Din, he &? 
Spagro, © Maliaiclio, Let God live, live the King of 
Spain, and Mifſuniell,, and there was ſuch an opinion

abſolute Command : This opinion was confirm'd by 
a itranye Faſjage, which was, That certain Banditosx

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no cvxecution, which vas ueld a notable mieacle, eight 
of the faid Bandicyes were lain, the reſt ſav'd them-

:ed : The turemention'd Joſeph Caraits, brother tothe 
Du-e of 44atalrm!, who had reti*d into Saint Matrices 
Church, and thence inco the Monancry, the people be- 
teauuered the ylonaticry ; whereupon he thinking to 
tee under a diſguiſed habit, was betraycd, and his 
head chopp'd of, with three ſervants more, as enemies 
to the people; his brother the Duke, hereupon took a 
fair pair of heglz, and fled rowards Rome, as *twas 
thought. 

Miſſamello began now to ſend out his Commands ! 
very magiſterially, and the penalty of his Commands - 
were, $tto pena della vita, & incendin, winder pain of 
life and firing : he commanded that every Window 
fhould have lights in them, which was punctually per- 
forn'd, which ſeem'd to embelliſh the Ciry, and make 
the ſtreets as lightfome by night as by day.

whereupon the people mutined again, and tel! a burn= 
ing the Furnaces and goods of the Baxcrs, Then they 
went in multitudes of armed men to find out the body

they took it out, waſhed it, and pertumed it, and ar» 
ried it uvon a Bier out of the gatc of the Hy ſpirit 5 
Vihere they took down his Head, and ſewed it to the

paſe aLour all the tive Precin&: of Naples, they carried 
the body 1nd:r the very Balcone of the Viceroy, where 
it tiayed a wivle wu] they had fix*d a Standard, and 
hung Colours thereabouts, Aﬀter all this the Bier was 
brouht about two hours at nizhe to the great Church 
avain, where he was interr'd with muſh pity and ho- 
nour ; the cemmon people crying him up tor a Saint

face of the Duke himſelf did not ſcape the fury of the 
flames, but was made even to the ground, with all the 
coſtly movables, as alſo the dwellings of all ſuch that 
adhered unto him ; and if the Duke himſelf had not 
taken a fair pair of heels and fled to Meſ2, he might 
have expired bis laſt in the Tumulr, 

In Naples the Count Cofino Taboured to have a pub- 
lick Inſcription fet up in the Market-place,which ſhould | 
menition the abolicion of all Taxcs that were granted 
by the Viceroy, and the people were mighty eager to 
have it erected, | 

The Counſellour Mſchetols perſiſting by his Agents 
to exatt the Gabel in Melero Caſile of Averſa, npon 
Corn which he had rented, the people of that Town 
being tranſported with fury, came to Naples, and col- 
leagueing with thar people, they ran about dine 1 time | 
ro the Market-place, where the faid Ms; z had a 
houſe, and gave him ſuch a hor Mm. that like a 
Cat he was forced to flee over the tops 3 of the houſus ro 
fave himſelf. The women were permitt red to go out of.

Viceroy had hened and fealed in behalt of the mo# 
faichtul people, which being delayed,the rabble flew to 
Cavallero Coſino's Palace, a molt famous Limner, who 
had the charge of doing the thing ; bur he finding 
himſelt in imminent danger of his life; fled away, and 
his Honſe with many rare Pieces had felt Vuicans fur y, 
had not the VIerOy cauſed the King of Spams Picture 
to be hung up before the Gate in a high Balcone, whiclu 
preſer ved an Houſe.

four walls in a dark cave,where he tcd them with Bread 
and Water, with ſome few Fruice and Roots, as Ba.

had a Son in the cuttody of an Lincle all the while, who 
being grown up to mans eſtate came to the {11d Notary, 
and londly demanded his Mothers goods, thinking the 
had been dead : The rumour of this buſineſ- flew up. 
and down among the people, who therefore ruſhing 
into the Noraries houſe, and ſearching up and down, 
the woman began to hr ick out in the cave with her 
Daughter ; fo they broke down the wall, and entring 
into the cave they found there two Women like fava- 
ges or furies, with long diſhevel'd hair, in a ſtrange po- 
{lure ; hereupon the Notary was clap*d up in Priſon.aind 
the Women carried 1o the Monafte: yy of St, Onzpbrio, 
where a great concouricot people came to ſec them ; fo 
the Notary had exemplary puniſhment.

upon Munday-morning the Nobles rouz'd up their 
ſpirits, deliring to Enow the cauſe of this burly-buarly, 
and what the people did delire,and there ſhould be a 
courſe taken to ſatizfc them. Hereupon a choice min- 
ber of the ſaid people being met at the Monaſtery 0! 
Gaint Franciſco dr Paola, the Loril Preſident, accompa- 
med with the forcfaid Anton Gervaſiothe Cape of the

fore 24.hours, otherwiſe, he muſt be contented to have 
his head taken offby his Souldiers. Any one may conje- 
ture what a pitiful plight this Gentleman was redvc'd 
co ; the throbs, tears and ſighs that came from his wife 
and children would have mollited an Adamant; but 
rather then to exchanoe life for death ; he made a fhift 
to take this money up by Exchange.

E rumours of what paſſed in Naples, Cofenza, 
with other places, together with the " flames of 
thoſe fires flew as far as the Countrey of Otrants; and 
though the people be thin in thoſe parts, yer the Com- 
motions were very high and hor in the Town of Lez 
and the circumJacent places, as alſo thorow all Ca- 
labria, 

The Viceroy had writ to the Lord Prefident and 
Councel of Leve. to take off all kind of Gabels : The 
Prefident then was Gracomsr Arnolfin who was abſent 
at that time, and the Audicnz: was very weak, G20- 
2am Angelo the Ele& of the people, with divers c- 
there, went to the Camp-Maſter Boccapianls to conſul: 
with bias: Who adviſed, that it were expedient to 
tend back to his E «cellency to know what kind of Ga- 
bets he underſtood (hould be aboliſhed, which was 
done accordingly : But the Preſident being return d in 
the interim, together with the Tr ;bunal, withou: 
conference with the Camp-matter they ſent out order 
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'o1ake off all kind of Gahels ; but this was done with 
ſuch a little; Decorum, that it cauſed rather a kind of 
alteration then quietneſs in the baſer ſort of people ; 
and gave occation'to1ll meaning men to put their ma- 
lice in execution, which was done in an initant ; for a 
crue of the common fort went to three or tour houſes 
of particular men, and did them much dammage ; they 
fack'd and burnt the houſe of the Duke of Santo Donato 
which ſtood in the faid Town of Leve; but matters 
were handled fo, that they proceeded no turther, only 
the houſes of two DoCtours futtered, who they pretend- 
ed did ſome ill Office towards an immunity from Ga- 
bels . 

The Camp-maſter was inform'd, that there were 
ſome people coming from abroad to atliſt the Citizens 
of Leve, with intent to burn three houſes more ; there- 
fore, for prevention hereof, he arm'd fome Troops of 
horſe : The houſes they aimed at were known after- 
ward: to be the houſe of Tauritano, of Franciſco Cim- 
#20 the Fiſcal, and of Auditor Stephan) Pagliva : By 
the operations of the ſaid Camp-maſter theſe houſes 
were ſaved, yetſome entered into the Dogana, and 
Lurnt Whaiſocver they found therein ; They allo e- 
tected: a Caps populv, who mightZgovern all the Com- 
monality. 

The City of Nardo, with the Inhabirants, did riſe 
ap, and bandy againſt their Patron, rathng up For= 
rreffes within the Wals, and renouncing all obe- 
dience unto him : He having timely notice hereof, 
came flying with a grear number of Hute and Foor, 
with all hiz kindred and allies, who were numerous 
Mm thoſe parts; and having begirt the City round, ſhe 
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did moſt ſtoutly maintain her felt with Cannon and 
Muzket ; whereupon ſome were killed on the -0. 
ther fide, and divers wounded , the number where. 
of could not be known ; But at the ſame time 
Duke Francifto Burtaty was wounded, wirh one of 
the Family of Serſa!e whoſe name could nor be 
known. | | 

But the Lord Tia Cicinello, more fearleſs then the 

reſt, went on to batter the ſaid City in the beſt 
"manner he could : The Siege Jaſt: 2 chree dayes at 
faſt arrived the Biſhop of Leve, with him of Gallzpo- 
{: , and the Camp-maſter, who interpoſed fo etteCtu- 
ally, that they commanded and reconciled all mat- 
terz betwixt the City of Narda and her Lord, inTo 
much that they returned all-to their former Obc- 
dience. 

The firtt who entered the City was the Lord 
Titta ; Bur if I ſhould recount what ſucceeded in 
other places, I ſhould never end; as thoſe mur- 
thers, and firings which happened in Miſagime, in 0- 
fluni , in the Territories of Zolva and in Taranto, 
more then any where cle ; In Gnutr7gts they mur- 
thered twelve perſons in cne morning. 

In Otrano there happened] new garboils, no Jeffe 
New then Lamentable « For the Tumults of Nar- 
do being quieted, the Count parted thence with his 
train every one to his own home. You muſt con- 
der that thoſe poor people are in a worſe Condi- 
::0N then others ; tor their (yndique, and the chictcf 
2f the Common people were bcheaded, which ttruck 
iuch an aſtoniſhment inro moſt of them that they all 
fled, and thoſe few who ftaycd behind: wade ac-

com: they remained bur as filly ſheep for the 
{Lughter, bur the Duke returning had more com- 
paſſion then was expected, 

| In Leve Cuuncellour Urracea was arrived there 
from Naples, the people had ſhrew'd Umbrages of 
fear that he came to no good purpoſe, but to Com- 
Piement with them ,, and impoſe fome new Gabel - 
therefore be underſtanding that they had a Defign 
apon him, he abſconded himfelf in the Camp-ma. 
iters Houſe : But they laid violent hands upon Boc 
-42=Pianolla, and cut oft his Head, Hurling his Car- 
kafſe out of rhe Windows , and carricd it about the 
Town in piece-mecales, 

They went about to ſeize upon CGinine the 
Fifcal Advocate , who cunningly efcaped into the 
Caitle ; but he could not preferve his Houſe which 
was burne to the Ground. with whatſoever was in 
it, and no Houſe could be better furnithed; Nor did 
the Lord Prefident himſelt cicape ſome affrunts fron 
the Common people, but they beleaguered him 
in the Caſtle of Leve, which was ſuccoured af- 
rerwards by the Valour oft the. Camp-maſter Boc- 
- 11am! "> 

In the City of Oftum allo there were perpetrated 
horrid murders, yea within San@uaries where Fers- 
2ymo le Fins Serjcant Major was knocked down .. 
in the Land of Gr-ttaglias they flew the Baron Ba-- 
'z ; and in the Countrey of Martins there werc 
many firings and ijaughters committed , with other 
01rtd things . unlts there were treſh ocular 
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of Leve did put into the Hands of Bocce apraneta 
all the Powder and Ammunition of the City : which 
perſon was much eſteemed , and held to be fo af- 
feftionate to the People as no man more ; But 
yeſterday they write that he was ſo hacked, and 
ill handled , that all wounded they brought: him 
to the place where the laid Gunpowder was with 
the reſt of the Ammunition, and took all things from 
him but his Life , clapping him in cloſe Priſon, 
meerly upon fſurmiſes and tears, | 

In fine, the worlt things that humane imaginati- 
on can conceive were acted in thoſe parts. And 
now *tis high time for us to return to Naples , the 
ſource whence all theſe wiſchicts did flow.

FD 20, of Auguſt, the Lord Preſident Fabrics 


Cenano, intervening in a Cauſe before the Colla- 
tera] Chamber, which concern'd the intereſt of the 
people ; he was told by ſome of their Miniſters, Thar 
he was not a fit perſon to be ſeen in that Cauſe, inrc- 
gard his Houſe had been burnt by them; and accord- 
ing to the Pragmatica Jately ſtamp'd, he contd 1:1 
intcrmeddle with a cauſe of that Nature. Ceiruno an» 
ſwered, That it was too true,his Houſe had been burnt, 
yet notby the people, but by ſome rmalevolent and 
emulon;s ſpirits, as Sejgnior Faulty Gunyving Could make 
affidavit ; Tr happen'd that Genovine was there preſent, 
who roſe up and ſaid, *was true, whereot he was 
ready tomake atteſtation : Cenano Jikewiſe produced 
diver; Captains, who ſerv the people tor Witnetlee, 
ihar lis Houſe was not ſet on fire by order of the pev- 
ple, buc by the malice of ſome particular enemies ; 
therctore. he lyumbly deſired bis Catholics Majetty, 
and his Excellence, thar they ſhould reccrve aue pu- 
niſhmert who were found to be the burners of his hGizfe, 
Waile this writing went about for ſubſcrivtionthe pow. 
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ple began to be ſenſible of the wrong and prejudice 
that might redound unto them thereby, and of the 
conſequences that might grow further from hence: 
Theretore upon a ſudden they took up Arms again; 
and the rather becauſe in that affidavit rhey told a lye, 
becauſe when the people burnt any Houſe, they did 
it with that punCtuality that none might embeazle * 
the value of a pepper Corn, but that all ſhould be (a. 
crificed to the fire, as proceeding from the blood and 
radical moifture of the poor ; but moſt of Cen”; 
goods were preſerved. Hereupon there was twenty 
thouſand Foot preſently in Arms, before whom the 
Captains cried out,, Tradimento al popolo, un p.ter, un 
ave Maria, pregate dio ne dont victoria, Andiano a mon 
rire per voj altri, o vivere 6 morire : which was as much 
to ſay, The people is betrayed, one Pater, and one Ave 
Maris, pray to God that he would be pleaſed to give us 
the Vitiory ; let ws goto ate for you, to lzve or to dre. And 
"*rwas wonderful to fee how many young men went on 
{o reſolutely, who making a halt upon SanGa Lycia 4 
Monte, made themſelves Maſters of that Poſt, as an 
eminent place whence they might ſhoot at the Caſtle 
with advantage, and at the Viceroys Palace : Having 
planted their Standards there, and placed a Court of 
Guard for the defence thereof, they diſmiſs'd ſome 
Com-yanies. Then they directed their courſe rowards 
Pirrifailione for the'Guard of the New-bridge : This 

Flace was guarded by ſix hundred Foot of a new Le- ? 
vy,, Who were wel: Intrenched ; and not being able to 
repell the violence of theſe men, who advanced with 
ſuch a reſolution and fury, the Souldicrs that were 
tormerly, were ford to abandon the place and leave 
their Arms behind, which the people ſeiz'd on : ”

a)ſo upon the houſe of the Prinee of Aſcolz, and tie 
Camp-matter General was ingaged therein : a Ser- 
geant with thirty Spaniards were there for the guard 
of it, whereof about ten were killed, and the reſt 
ſaved themſelves intoa grott. The people being en- 
tred therein did not touch any thing but the Arms 
that were hid there, without doing any detriment at

Afterward they went on to the Palace of the Princefs

dreſs, prudence and gravity, did- labour fo far that an 
accord was determined, whereupon the Bels rung our 
for joy, and a white Flag was hung up in Caſte/novo by

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But when the Sculdiers who were in Carrifon in 
Caftetnovo faw a crue of people drawing towards the 
Palace, they gave a volly of ſhot to the people without 
bullet; but the people thinking that their Muskets were 
charg'd, they fell all with their Face on the ground 
nor did the people go then on any hoſtile intent, but 
to congratulate. Yet as the Devil would haveit, the 
report went that five hundred of the people were 
k11Pd by them of the Palace : fo the Accord was dil- 
foiv'd, and the War grew hot again, From Sarnia 
Lucia they began to batter the Caitle where the Vice- 
roy kept his Court, diſcharging all their great Artille- 
ry, Which did ſome hurt to the adjacent places, the 
Caſtle anſwered, and alſo the Caſtle of Saint E!1m; 
but the people being nothing at all daſtardiz'd here- 
with, but incitcd {till by the Women, the whole day 
was ſpent in ſhooting oft the great Cannons on both 
{1de< : The Houſe of Dor; Diego Maunciobe was ſaluted 
by divers thots, but aid not much hurt : Porto was 05- 
jendea by ſome of the Canons; whereupon they let up 
the Kings Picture in a high Balcone, but a Caimon 
bullet ſhot it throveh and1 through. 

In the Evening they coſe for the Elect of the pens 
ple, the Lord Dow Franciice Trrrilio Prince of Maſs, 
who mounting on Gorleback, undertook the buſinct:

beitder, they planted ewo great Cannons upon the 
Trenches of Porro to annoy C aftelng; o, 

When this rumor began,there were 11 the Caſtle the L.. 
Prior ofRocelia,the L.Þrior of Garaceiolt, Don F Bapuſiz, 
and the Duke of Saint Petro, whirber they retir'd thew- 
{elves durias the broy], with divers other perfonave3 
of high rank, fer their ſfafery : ſome ct them went 
forth one Gay, and the Camp-rrafter-2eneral cJapp d 
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(35) 
of them in point of information ; they ſarpriz'd alſo 
Don Fohn Lorio Sanfelice , but they chop'd off his 
Head as a Prefident to the moſt faithtul people. 

The Prefident Cenano was ſhut up in priſon by the 
people of Santa Lucia, and they put him with his Con- 
ſcflor in a great chair, and carried them about the 
great ſtreets, and in the Sellaria they took off his Head, 


burning his clothes afterwards ; They chop'd off the ' 


Head alſo of a Corporal of Sergeants called Marchetol. 
Io: The next day there was a Truce accorded ; yet nots- 
withſtanding borh parties went on in entrenching and 
fortifying night and day. The Camp-Maſter-General 
being well informed of the innocency of ſome Roya- 
lifts which were in priſon,  joyned with ſome ftreet- 
Captains he freed them, which buſineſs was delibera- 
ted in S. Azgyſtine, who upon their enlargement took 
Oath to be faithful untothe City. 

They took off the head alſo of the Corporal of the 
Sergeants of Porto, who ſaid that in thoſe places where 
they made their fortifications there ſhould be ſo many 
Gallowſes and Gibbets ſer up to hang thoſe who 
wrought in the ſaid fortifications; all which was pro- 
ved by pregnant proof, and authentick witneſſes, and 
in three hours he was diſpatched. The ſcale of the Mi- 
niſter of Juſtice was found, but he did it upon a ſtone 
by reaſon of the fury of the people: There was order 
ziven that the Holy Sacrament ſhould be expoſed and 
{ct open in divers Churches, that it would pleaſe God 
toenlignten the hearts of the people to ſee the right; 
Beſides the Nuns with poor maidens amongſt them 
made ſolemn proceſſions, repeating the moſt holy Roſa. 
rio. Theres was ſcarce a poſt or place without and 
within the City butw as intrench'd which made -

world wonder where they could get (o niuch Cannon. 

A company of Prieſts appeared who went with their 
Sotunes raiſed up ; at the head of them there marched 
2 very Reverend Church-man upon a Ginet, with a 
gold Croſs in his hand ; but this gave rather an occa- 
ſion of ſcandal and murmuring, nor was it well taken 
by the people. 

They pillag'd all Genmvino's goods, who for many 
days before had wichdrawn himſelf to the Caſtle ; and 
if they could have Jaid hold on him they would have 
ſent him after Preſident Cenano to the other world. 

The next day a Peace was publiſh'd, which made 
every one to dance for joy; yet the Viceroy thongh it 
not ſafe to come out of - Caſtelnovo, 

After dinner the Lord Cardinal Filomarino went on 
horfe-back with the Prince of Maſſz, and Camp-Ma- 
ſter-General, and rid up and down the ftreets, all cry- 
ing out, Peace, Peace, 

Towards the evening there came out an Edi& in di- 

ers PrecinGs of the City,whercin the Viceroy did thank 
the moſt faithful pcople of Naples for their good wills 
and inclination to peace. He ordered likewiſe, That 
none ſhould ſpeak of the Caltle of S. Elmo, which was 
fortified and furnithedwith all things neceſſary : Now, 
amongſt other places, he underſtood that the people in- 
cended to make a new motion that that Fortretis ſhould 
be 1n their hands. | 

The next day they took the Goods of Preſident Ce- 
zan0, which they had conſerv'd in a Convent of Terre- 
ſian Nuns, and brought them to the Sellarzz; they 
brought thither alſo the Goods of Giwvamis S. Felice, 
which all paſſed the flames. They gave out an Order

thr22 hundred Otncers, all Italians, making a Cap-

of Maſſaniello, and the chiefeſt fomenrer of all the tw. 
mults; Door Luifii Capaccio at. the inſtance of the 
moſt faithful people was appointed to be the Miniſter 
for confiiming and (wearing the forefaid Articles of 
peace *twixt bis Excellency and the moſt faithful 
pie; but the Viceroy was adviſed by the Collateral 
CGouncel, not to go forth tn perſon out of the Caſtle 
toſwear unto thoſe Articles, but that the Oath ſhould 
be adminiſtred to both parties within the Walls of 
Caltelnovo. 

The next day being Sunday, the City ſent to. the 
Vicerov in behalt of the moſt faithful people, that the 
Articles ſhould be efte&ually ratified within the Arch- 
Biſhops Houſe ; His Excellency returned an exeuſe, 
that he was not well diſpoſed in his health, and alledg- 
ed examp!.5, beſides that in ſuch caſes all treaties were 
uſed to be confirmed within the Caſtle : Thereupen 
the Camp-Maſter General Don Franciſco Turaldo were 
thither, being accompanied with all the Officers of 
War, beginning with the Alferez or Lieutcnants , to 
higher Dcgrees, together with the General of the Or» 
dinance Ottavis Marchiſe, all on horſeback, and it was 
a very goodly fight; the horfes were extraordinary, 
bur the horſemen were not ſo gooa, being oppidane - 
and T2! himſclt being fick of the Gout went in a 
Sedan. They all entred into the Caſtle in a folemr 
manner, where the Articles were all ſworn unto ; and 
ſothey return'd into the City very well fatitfhied, {je- 
cially in outward appearance. 

The nezt day they entred the Houſe of Frawciſco ae 
7.18, a principal Merchant, and of very high credit, 
an honeſt man ad much honoured, where tncre was a 
pillar which the people took c.ceptions 2t. and would 

carry 
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carry it away; Hz (aid; that he hid loſt upon the Gas 
bels fiktry thouſand Crowns, . and he would ſpend- fifty 
thouſand more, provided that the Gabels were regu- 
fated and fetled ; But they went to call in more peo- 
ple to plunder him, which he perceiving he ſtole awa 
ſarreptitiouſly ; Thereupon they.impriſoned his Chil- 
dren, and took away a great quantity of Cloth and o- 
cher Merchandizes of valu2 ; Thus when fome thought 
the inſurreXion had been ended, it began afreſh : they 
began to double their Guard again ; but they freed the 
rich Merchant d; Lieto fot a ranſom. | 

In regard of the abſence of the Nobility who were 
retired to their Countrey-Houſes, and abandoned the 
City, trade began to decay extreamly, and the Arti- 
ſans went up and down the ſtreets like vagabonds ha- 
ving nothing todo. Thete came news from Szcily, that 
his Catholick Majeſty had confirm'd the capitulations 
of peace with the Palermitans, which cauſed much joy 
in the City, in regard they hoped that his Maje- 
ity would ratifie their Articies alſo in as ample 
manner. 

There came freſh information, that Don Fohn of 
Auſtria, Generaliſimo of the Seas, and natural Son to 
his Catholick Majeſty, was with a royal Fleet at $ar- 
dinta, he ſent to the Viceroy to provide ſome provilt- 
ons for the Gallies; but he returned anſwer, That there 
was little convenience to accommodate them there, but 
the Ifland which his Royal Highneſs was at, was morc 
proper for to furniſh Bisket, and other neceffaries : It 
was wonderful to ſee how dexterous the Citizens of 
Npes, were in handling their Arms, in their diſci- 
plinc of war, in their marches and watches, as it they 
had been bed fouldicrs all their lives. 
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There were ſolemn proceſſions made by all the rC» 
[igious houſes within and withour the C ity, for a be- 
nediftion to come from Heaven upon he laſt agree- 
ment, and that God almighty would pleaſe to inſpire 
the heart of the Catholick King, to confirm the capi- 
tulations for avoyding of more blocdthed, but it ſeems 
their ſolemnities took little efteR,a: ſhall appear here- 
after. The great ſtatue of filver was carried up and 


down with that of Saint Germano ProteCtor of Naples; 


but aſter the end of the procefſicns the ſaid filver ſtatue 
of Saint Fames was replac'd in the Arch-biſhops Pa- 
lace : There happened ſome ſtir the next : day after, 
touching Foſeph Palumbo Liemenant of the people,who 
had the chief charge of the Magazines of Gun-powder; 
Notice was taken, and complaints made, that he ſuf- 
fered too great a proportion to £0 for the Caſtles, but 
that it ſhould be reſerved for the ſervice of the moſt 
faithful people ; therefore the ſa'd Palumbo was re- 
ſtrain'd to Saint Lorenzo, but being a popular man, 
and one known to be a good Patriot, and of a publick 
ſoul, and a prrſon of integrity ; there were four thou- 
ſand of the beſt armed men: joyn'd together, to vindi- 
cate and free the ſaid Falambo, and there was like to 
be a hot fray, and bloody bulineſs, had not the Prince 
of Maſſu,General to the City, with much ado and no 
Jeſs diſcretion appeaſed the tumult, 
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The third Tin happened in the City 
of Naples after the arrival of the 
Armada of his Catholick Majeſty 
under the command of the 
Serenifſimo Don John 
of Auſtria 


He firſt day of OGober, 1647, The Caſtle of $ Saint 
Elms hung up the great Standa:d upon ftghr of 

his Catholick Majeſtics Royal Army, there entred 
afterward into the Port, five and fonrty great Veſlel; 
and as itwas thought the Galleys of his Royal High- 
neſs Dow Fohn of Auſtria : A. Rumour ran that they 
carried fix thouſand freſh Foot, others {aid they came 
but to three thouſand. All the Royal Caſtles ſakitzed 
them, the Qtray was throng'd with many thouſands of 
Per; ſe ro fee the Fleet; It was then certainly known, 
that his Royal Highne bp was aboard the Galennes .

They carried him a plentiful preſent, two hundred 
Turky-Cocks, two hundred Capons, two hundred 
rair of pigeons, twelve Calves of Swrrcnto , and a- 
bundance of choice Fruit upon twelve Felucas: he re- 
ceived all very joyfully, cauſing ſome pieces of Gold 
to be hurl'd into the Felucas among thoſe who carried 
the preſents. The ſame Evening the Viceroy ſent him 
a hundred Weathers, a hundred gammons of Bacon, 
with other commodities © 

The next day his Highneſs ftgnihed his pleaſure, 
That he was deſirous to disimbarque and pur foot on 
ſhore, but he deſir'd that firſt the City ſhould diſarm : 
Hereupon all the Captains of War, and all the Street= 
Captains afſembled at S. Azguſtiz ro conclude upon 
:hat which his Highneſs demanded , but the common 
people of the Market and of Lavinaro forc'd into the 
taid Church, threatning death to all the Captains who 
were there met , who difmiſsd the Parliament for the 
me, and reterr'd all ro his Highneis. The next day 
Arpais the Elect of the people was inorder'd to go to 
hi Highneſs, and defire him that he would come a= 
hore but with a limiced number , whereunto Dor 
jobn gave no plcaling ear; The next day a choice 
number of Captains went to attend his Highneſs, and 
ro advertiſe him, that the people were willing to lay 
doin their Arms, and putthem ap in their own hou- 
fee, not otherwiſe , this likewiſe gave little content=

The next day certain Spaniſh Souldiers camg down 
trom Caſter with a company of Retormadoes, and

artificial fire, plunder'd him, as they did many other 
houſes: All the three Caſtles began to play and dif. 
charge their great Guns, which ftruck a terrible af- 
frightment into the women, but they did but little 


execution In regard of their diſtance, unleſs it was at | 
Porto , which ſuffer'd much. The Captains of the 


people who were afſzmbled in Saint Az2zftin and in 
Toledo-ſtreet went all into the Caſtles, as alſo ſome of 
the great Market, another Captain of Porto, of Sant: 
M:r:i2, with divers other : Then the groſs ſquadron of 
Spaniards came down, and with much cautiouſneſs 
got poſſeſſion of miany of the importuneſt Ports in and 
about the City, without the loſs of one foul. 

The people of Toledo-quarter remain'd much afto- 
niſh'd being without Captain, Alfarez, or any other 
Oihcer, as much as a Serjeant or Corporal : The Spa- 
ntards ſeiz'd alſo upon Porto , but the people recover'd 
that again ; for the people of the great Market came in 
great numbers, and reviPd them, calling them Po!- 
trons, with other opprobrious language, which inci- 
ted them to take Arms again. | 

The people thought they had all the juſtice of the 
world on their ſide, in regard, that according to the 
Capitulations with the Viceroy, they were to continue 
in Arms till the confirmation had come from Spar, 
which time was limited to three moneths ; therefore 
'he Prince Tzraldo going to the great Marker, the peo” 


R 
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ple cryed out, We are betrayed, we are all betrayed : 
The Prince anſwer'd them with gentle language, and 
in ſubſtance ; Son con voy, per morir con voy , fio ho fatto 
Errore la teſta lo paghi, mm io Son ftato Gabbato con way < 
lam with you, to dye with you, if I have offended 
ler my head pay for ir, but I have been cheated as well 
as you. From that time forward the people would 
nor permit Twralds to go out of their arms, either in- 
to the Caſtle, or aboard the Galcons. The Spaniards 
in the mean time ftirr*d themſelves notably, and rook 
into their poſſeſſion the Poſt of Porta Reale, with that 
of Porta Medina ; the three Caſtles till played upon 
Santa Lucia and Chaia, whereupon they gave up their 
Arms into the hands of the Spaniards, and ſcazce any 
of the people peep'd out thereabouts, 

That Night not only the three Caſtles, but the 
great Galeons which were in Port played upon the Ci- 
ty, and one would think by the horrid noiſe they 
made, that a houſe could not ftand, yet the damage 
was not very great ; thereupon his Highneſs publiſhed 
a tri and high Order , That every one ſhould lay down 
hzs Arms upon pain of death ; which many did accord- 
ingly ; conſidering with themſelves how they had three 
Caſtles, a Fleet of Galeons, and another of Gallies 
againſt them; the Spaniards alſo having rendred 
themſelves maſters of ſo many Poſts, and going on {till 
in their Fortific-tions, bur ſpecially there being in the 
Port another Don Fokn of Auſtria, 

Yet they did not lay down their 'Arms or Spirits, 
but with a flying ſquadron of two thouſand fuort they 
recover'd the Port of Conſtantinople, and the White 
port; they attempted to regain Reale and Porta Ye- 


ina;hut they fail'd in that enterprize, as God would 
havs 
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haveit : Therefore Prince Turaldo was of opinion, ir | 
was better to fall toentrenching again, for tear the Spa- 
merds might gain more places and poſts. This coun- 
cel was embrac'd; yet while they were bulie to en- 
trench, the flying ſquadron of two thouſand foot did

The Spaniards on the one tide put all to fire and 
ſword, the Citizens on the other tide burgthe Goods, 
and deſtroy the houſes of thoſe of whom they had the 
leaſt umbrage cf ſuſpicion : The . children cry up and 
down the ſtreets for bread, which was extream ſcant, 
and every thing clfe very dear, only the ſea, thanks be 
rw God, atiorded gcod ſtore of Fiſh, but for Fleth 
there was neither ſalt nor freſh in any competency. The 
people having made a Mine under Portz Reale it was 
diſcovered by the Spaniard-, who ſeiz'd upon all the 
powder , and took ſoume of the Miners, which they 
carried to the Cattle. There was a very bloudy fight 
"rw'xt the Citizens and the Spaniards, about the Do- 
gana or Cuttom-houſe, whence the people had re- 
mov'd above a Million of goods into the Houle of the - 
Duse of A4ri, There came four hundred freſh men 
from Severin to ſerve the jpcople , about which 
time a great many houſes vere burnt about Porta Re- 
ale, There came alſo fix thouſand: Combatants for 
R ecruites from other places, as Lawro, Nola, and other 
Towns, infomuch that the City had not wherewith to 
{uſtain them, they were in ſuch numbers. 

About the Dogana there was the moſt furious fight of 
all, which Jaſted ſix hours, wherein many hundred, 
were wounded and {lain, but more on the peoples fides 
and all the while the great bell of St. Lorenz» rang our, 
while they were ſhedding one anothers blood.

A publick Ban was hved upon the Church-doors, 
and in the publick Market place, as alſoupon the gares 
of the City, that all Cavaliers who had withdrawn 
themiclves from the City might return with ſafety, 
which was done at the importunity of the Artiſans, 
who cried out rhat all Trade was tailed, which they 
imputed principally to their abſence. The 20. of Sep- 
zember there was a general affault made, and the moſt 
pertinacious was at Sania Lyucia upon the hill, WE 
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S Martins; They. of the people would have forced 
their paſlage that way, bur the $ pamards being ſtrong= 
ly intrenched,they could do no good,notwithſtanding 
that the Diſpnte was extreme eager and hot ; eleven 
Spaniards were taken priſoners, belides thoſe that 
were hurt and killed. The next day there was a furious 
Diſpute at Ports Medin.z, where the people had made a 
Mine, which wrought a contrary effe&, and flew in 
their own faces, infomuch that divers were blown into 
the air, ſome xilted on the ground, and divers pitiful- 
ly disfigured. 

The next day the people;caus'd their own Head to 
be beheaded, which was the Prince of Maſſie, Trral- 
do thzir Gencral, becauſe he had caus'd ſand to be put 
into ſome Barrels in lieu of Gun-powder, ſpecially in 
thoſe which were to do execution near 7eſus Church : 
His Body and his Head were brought to the open Mar- 
ket-place, to be a ſpetacle to all people: And about 
that time the Spaniards fallied in divers places ont of 
their Trenches, and did notable execution upon the 
Citizens, while they were gazing on the Head of their 
Genera), 

Tueſday the 22 of September, having been engag'd in 
fight all night long, the people put forth a publick Ma- 
nifeſto in print, with their reaſons why they had taken 
Arms, therefore they defired his Holineſs, together 
with the Emperour, and all the Princes of 1:aly,fas al- 
ſo all other Chriſtian Princes, to be ſenſible of their 
{ad condition, and aflift them, not onely with their 
prayers, bur with their Arms,in ſo juſt a quarrel ; con- 
cluding, that beſides the recompence which they might 
expe from the goodneſs of God in an att of ſo muct 
lawſulneſs and piety, that moſt faithtul people ns 
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be ever bound to-do the like or greater courtelies inn 
them upon all contingencies. 

The Prince of 7uralds who had a good while ſery'd 
the people in quality of a General, having receiv*'d the 
Paſs-port to go to the other World withour his Head, 
Gennaro Arneje ſucceeded him in that publick charge : 
The firtt piece of Juſtice he. did was to condemn a 
Captain to have hi: Head ſtruck off, tor violating a 
Woman in the Doury of Virgins where he had his 
Command. 

Turaldo being, gone, *twas imagin'd by ſome that it 
would tacilitace the way to peace ; and that which 
rais'd the hopes of ſome the more, was, becauſe ki* Ho- 


lineſs's Nzamiio had gone to the Caiile, where he re- 


cciv'd that ſolemn audience;bur norhing came of it, fo 
that all thenext day there was nothing but «Kirmith- 
ing up and down in every corner. 

The 23. of Sepremver, fix hundred of the people 
**wixt Horſe and Foot, went ro Maran in ſuccour of 
that important Poſt, where they found three thouſand 
Horſe of the Barons, inparticular,the Marqueſs of Va- 
fto, the Duke of Cagnano, the Duke of Matalamy, the 
Prince of Moe Search, the Duke of C van, the Mar - 
queſs of Marianella, the Duke of $:anz, and a number 
of other Cavaliers, all which were repelled by them ot 
the place, and the ſuccour which came from the City ; 
among other, their Captain General was killed, and 
thirteen more, whoſe Heads were broughto the great 
Market-place in triumph, with divers priſoners be- 
fides. 

The next day the great Cannons from the three Ca- 
Rles plaid more furioufly than ever, and made both 


Towers and Steeples, Houſes, Monaſteries, and Chur- 
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ehce, torremble every where. The Spanards attempt 
<d to open a paſſage at Vemero, which was a Polt of 
mighty conſequence; the Diſpute was very ſtubborn, 
and wonderful hor, laſting above three hours z but the 
$1:::227ds were made to retire at Jait, being ſurprized 
by nizht. . That day the peovple did ftritly command, 
thar ander grear penalties the Cavalters ſhould keep 
within their houſes, nor were they ſuffered to go hear 
Mais inany Church for fear of Conventicles : They 
{ent their O:cers abroad likewite in the Countrey cir. 
cumja-ent, that they ſhould bring proviſion to the Cie 
ty, and other Afhances,underpain of Rebeljion. The 
dav tollowing * was pitiful how the Women went 
bow!ins wp and down with their Children at their 
breaft-, crying out for Brerd, which was come down to 
11. Ounces, There came into the poſt eleven. Gallies 
from Genva wit h the Duke of® Turf ,whoall falated the 
C:ſtizs,and the Caſtles rhem:betides,the Torrion of Care 
mine gave them alſo diver* Salures in behalt of the 
people ; but the ſaid Dake coming aſhore was after- 
ward: c!ap'd up in priſon, 

There came fix hundred freſh Sonl-tiers from Sanſc- 
:e/ino and the precinAs thereabour* for fticcour of the 
Neapolitans, who upon their Enii-n* brought 1h? pt- 
ture of Death ; They were quartercd at out the Mona- 
ſtery of S. Andrea, the Nuns being removed thence to 
anc ther place. | | 

Certain Letters which were ſent from the Ambatila- 
dour of the moſt Chriſtian King to the moſt faithful 
people of Naples were publickly read, being contien- 
ed to D-n LnigiFerr?, who had beenAmbaſſador for the 
people in diſperſing the foreſaid Manifeſto up & down:

tained in then, This Expreſs was to go tv Don Liz: 
Ferro, who was then in Rome, nezotiating with the 
French Ambaſſadour. 

Sunday the 26. of September, the peovle ſent out a 
Ban to call in all the Barons up and down all the 
Countrey tor their afhijtance, under pain of burning 
their Houſes, and other penalties. 

The Viceroy underſtanding what had happened be. 
twixt Franee and Naples, and that Fobu Baptiſta Ferro 
wasſent expreſly to Rome about it, he ſent preſent ad- 
vice thereof to his Catholick Majeſties Ambafſſadour 
there reſident at that time, to do what dilivences he 
thought fitting in ſo preſſing occaſions, In the mean 
time all that day there was fighting in divers poſts 
about the City, and much bloud fpilt. The Viceroy 
cauſed the great Ciftern of Oyl, which was near Ports 
Keale, to be emptied, and to be ſold for the uſe of thc 
Souldiery, wherein there was computed to be above 
one hundred thouſand Sefters or Quarts, The Viceroy, 
Cardina] Filomarino, and the Duke of Twrfis, they 
ſay, hada private Conference over the Walls therea- 
bouts that afternoon. 

The nexr day the voice in many places of the City, 
Urva Francia, Let France live, in other places, Viva il 
Parlamento 4Inghilterrs, Let the Parliament of Eng- 
land live, which cauſed Don Fobn of Axftria and the 
Viceroy to have Fleas in their Ears.

dinary Food, beitdes Roots and Fruit, is a little Ba- 
con pat berwixt two pieces of Bread, having boiled 
or roſted it before to make it melt upon the Bread 
tO maxe tt ſavory; They have nothing but Water 
to drink atter It, and this is commonly their Dinner ; 

for Supper they have commonly but Hearbs and 
Graſs, whereot, they will eat as much as a H-.rſe, 
a .little Oyl and Vinegar ; - and divers of them with- 
out Bread. 

They live beft in Fruit time , whereof there is -
